CAMPAIGN MEETING. 


The meeting in Robortson’s hall on Mon- 
day evening of the electors called by Mr. 
Oliver was a fitting finish to his opening 
-campaign in this district. The hall was 
packed with anenthusiastic audience, com- 
posed of a large number of Oliver’s support- 
ers and a few conservatives. Th gallery 
was filled with ladies who had a command- 
ing view of the members of the sterner sex 
engaged in applauding their own particular 
choice. 

M. McCauley, chairman of the Oliver 
committee, took the chair and introduced 


‘| the speakers. : 


Mr. Oliver, who was received with such a 
round of applause as only the Young 
Albertans can give, said we were not fight- 
ing for somebody else’s interests in this 
combat, but for our own, and it was a fight 
for dear life. What was true of Edmonton 
was true of the whole of Alberta and the 
the Territories. It seemed to him tliat this 
district and the Territories were of such 
vast importance to the Dominion thata 
policy for its benefit would be a good policy 
for the whole of Canada (applause.) He was 
there to advocate not so much the pelicy of 
a particular pa.ty asa Northwest policy. 
(Cheers.) If those who five here are 
charged in the first place with the develop- 
ment of the Territories and of Canada, then 
let them have a Northwest policy because 
that was their first necessity, and he came 
before them asking their support strictly 
as a Northwest man. (Loud cheers.) He 
wanted them to understand it was on 
independence of party not of principle that 
he asked for their votes. He wished to ad- 


‘vance the welfare of the Territories and of 


the Dominion, and it seemed to him that 
could be best advanced by putting those in- 
terests before the interests of either party. 
A party exists for the purpese of carrying 
out a policy, therefore that party is entitled 
to support first only as far as its policy is in 
the interests of this country. He asked for 
their support for the liberal policy of tariff 
for revenue only, because that was the 
policy most in the interests of the people of 
the- Territories, and particularly this. part 
of the Territories. The protective policy 
of the conservative party had resulted in 
making manufacturers wealthy and impover- 
ishing the farmers. In 1878 manufacturers 
were bankrupt, to-day they are millionaires. 
The opening up of the Territories had been 
given as an excuse for the decrease in the 
value of farm lands in Ontario, because it 
was said people had emigrated from the 
eastern provinces to the Northwest. The 
fact was they had not had half or qyarter 
of the immigration from the eastern prov- 
inces. if it could be proved they had come 
here it would be something in favor of the 
government policy. If that policy would 
not keep our people at home he wanted none 
of it. (Loud applause.) If the policy of 
the government was such as to induce 
people who saved money to invest it in cur 
country instead of hoarding it up it would 
be better. Mr. Oliver repeated his position 
in regard to railway monopoly and strongly 
advocated a competitive road through the 
Cariboo via. Edmonton to the Hudson Bay. 
He advocated a policy of conciliation in re- 
gard to Manitoba schools, which was really 
one of the policies of the government as 
shown by their sending a commission to 
Manitoba, and it had always been the 
policy cf Mr. Laurier and the liberal party 
from the commencement. Mr. Oliver con- 
cluded by saying that while he was doing 
his best and would continue to do his best 
to win this election, it was for the people of 
Edmonton and district to do their best, as 
it was in their interests he was working 
and would always work if returned. Ed- 
monton was the centre of tke largest 
number of voters in the constituency. It 
was for them to look to the matter now 
they had the opportunity and to see they 
were successful. It was aimatter of more 
than trivial interest. It was of the deepest 
interest to every man in this country and 
he asked them to do their best. He then 
resumed his seat amid deafening cheers. 

J. R. Costigan thanked Mr. Oliver for 
the courteous treatment he had received at 
his hands in all the meetings. He again 
proclaimed himself a ‘‘ flat-footed” liberal 
conservative and repeated his taunts against 
Mr. Oliver’s independent position. Mr. 
Oliver had told them that farmers’ produce 
had steadily fallen in price. He claimed 
that was due to over production’ in other 
countries. He again gave the figures about 
the inerease in value of farm buildings, &c., 
and the savings of the people. They had 
no greater disadvantages here than in any 
other new country. He appealed to the 
conservatives to stand by the old party and 
the old flag. He considered the school ques- 
tion ameanand miserable one. (applause) 
He hoped it would soon be out of politics. 
It would never have been a political issue 
had it not been for certain political mounte- 
banks. He lauded Sir Charles Tupper to 
the skies and closed with an appeal to the 
conservatives to see to it that he was re- 
tained in power. 

Mr. Oliver in repiy said they did not care 
what were the reasons for the fall in prices. 
They knew manufactures prices had not 
fallen. He did not promise to raise farmer’s 
prices by legislation but the conservatives 
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had,and had failed to keep their promise,and 
when asked te fulfil their —. they said 
it could not~bedone. The prices of farm 
lands included the buildings on them so 
Mr. Costigan’s figures went for nothing, as 
land values in their decrease ‘carried the 
buildings with them in that decrease. The 
immigration had been to the States from 
Eastern Canada which Mr. Costigan ad- 
mitted. The fact was that during the years 
of protection the immigration to the States 
from Canada had been agriculturalists: It 
was a notorious fact that the lands of the 
Northwest States had been peopled largely 
with Ontario farmers. The liberal party 
would introduce legislation for the improve- 
ment of the country which would induce 
people to invest their money for the im- 
provement of the Northwest instead of 
hoarding it up. The trouble in the past 
had been that the Northwest had been re- 
presented by gentlemen who were in par- 
liament tordhe express purpose of support- 
inga party, and the liberai party had been 
misinformed by them as to our require- 
ments. He-.declared our immigration 
money had been wasted year after year and 
we had not had the immigration we would 
have had if we had been properly represent- 
ed. (Hear, hear.) We hear a great dea 
abovt the school question and the position 
of the government, -a little more common 
sense and less constitutional law would en- 
lighten the people. (Laughter ‘and applause) 
Mr. Costigan seemed to think Sir Charles 
Tupper was not to be criticized, buf even 
though h: is Sir Charles Tupper he had not 
failed to draw a good salary for all his 
services, Referring to Mr. Cochrane’s 
candidature he asked Mr. Costigan if it was 
not afact that the conservative convention 
only granted Mr. Cochrane their nomina- 
tion on his signing a docyment agreeing to 
resign after two years if elected. Mr. 
Costigan admitted that such, was the case 
as it was thought the constituency should 
be divided. ‘*Then said Mr. Oliver,” if 
his own party have not enough confidence 
in Mr. Cochrane to allow him to sit (if 
elected) for more than two years I ask the 
electors of Alberta to show Mr. Cocarane 
that they have no confidence at allin him. 
(Loud and prolonged applause.) The meet- 
ing closed with cheers for Oliver and the 
Queen.

THE NORTHERN CAMPAIGN. 
[Continued from Monday’s issue.] 

It has been said there is not traffic 
encugh for a competing road. Was 
there traffic enough for the C. P. R.3 
It was built for the development of the 
country and wé have a grand country 
here to develop. (Applause.) Between 
here and Saskatchewan we have the 
most fertile stretch of country in the 
Dominion. There is not a foot of rail- 
way through 500 miles of it between 
here and Prince Albert. You know 
the Cariboo mines are the richest in 
the known world and are 280 miles 
froca the railroad... It cannot develop 
as the Kootenay is developing. There 
is a need for more roads for the 
development of the country. A rail- 
road from the British Columbia coast 
through the Cariboo country and Jasper 
Pass, taking in Edmenton and Prince 
Albert, which would give us access to 
our natural markets and develop the 
fertile land east of us and 
open up the _ north. We are 
the people who need and want that 
road, but it is not the policy of the 
conservative government to assist it. 
Are you going to vote for that party ? 
A voice “No” and another voice 
(“What about the Hudson’s Bay Rail- 
way?’) The liberal party has been 
blamed for there being no Hudson’s 
Bay Railway. if that was so the liberal 
party was at fault. IPf such was true I 
certainly would be opposed to them, be- 
cause the very scheme I have laid be- 
fore you of a road through the Jasper 
Pass would naturally be to the Hud- 
son’s Bay, and give the shortest possible 
route across the continent, I want you 
to understand that a read to Hudson’s 
Bay is the ultimate object of any rail- 
road competition in this country. I am 
not here todefend the liberal party in 
its faults and tailings. I am here to 
state my position and to ask for your 
support although it has been _boast- 
ed froma thousand platforms the last 
three weeks that the grand old_ conser- 
vative party who has been in power 
for 18 years will be in another 18 years, 
if it can get there. It has had a 
majority of 40 to 60 in handling the 
money of the Dominion and you will 
all agree that it has not been stingy. 
But the Hudson’s Bay Railroad has not 
suited them yet. If the conservative 
party are no further advauced in 18 
years can the liberal party be blamed? 
The argument blaming the liberal party 
might do for children but not for sen- 
sible men. It is not what the liberal 
party have done, but whether the con- 
servative party have done right. I say 
the fault of there being ne Hudson’s 
Bay Railroad is to be laid at the door 
of the conservative party, and we have 
no proof that the conservatives will do 
any better in future. That road has 
been made an issue for years, and the 
strongest pledges have been given in 
favor of it. It must be 10 years since 
40 miles of it was built. It is the con- 
servative party who is to blame and if 
we give them the opportunity they will 
continue their policy of holding back 
the development of the Northwest. I 
said I would give our opponents credit 
and I have given them , credit for work- 
ing for the development of the Nortia- 
west for the benefit of their friends and 
that is why I say we should introduce a 
policy for the development of the 
northwest for the benefit of the people. 
I not do ask for your votes because you 
are liberals, butratber choose“to stand be- 
fore you asa supporter of the liberal 
party on certain partsof their policy, 
but to differ from them on questions of 
principle when their policy is not for 
the benefit of this country. It is this 
country not the party I wish to benefit. 
If you elect a strictly party man he 
would not be in a position to advance 
the interests of this country in pre- 
ference to those of his party. (Lceud 
applause) As longas he is a party man 
he cannot support your interests first in 
the manner an independent man 
could. There is another important 
question. The school question, and I 
don’t allude to this to catch votes, but 
simply to define my position. At the 
same time y)u will understand that 
this question has been made as import- 
ant one because an extra session of par- 
liament was held last winter for the 
sole purpose of dealing with it. It is 
a question as to whether you agree 
with the policy of the premier or not. 
What stand has his party taken? You 
car take your choice of their stand on 
the remedial bill or the other stand in 
sending commissioners to Winnipeg. 
Whatever members of the party say the 
party’s policy is to be judged by its

per sends commissioners to Winnipeg 
and brings in a remedial bill, uth t 
actions must be his policies.

But the conservatives though trying do 
do justice to the Catholics of Manitoba 
voted against it and the wicked liberals 
were said to be going about like roaring 
lions to eat up the rights of the minor- 
ity. Some liberals voted against the 
remedial bill because it was an inter- 
ference with provincial rights, and 
others because it did not give back to 
the Catholics the position they former- 
ly had. Liberals are said to be incon- 
sistent for these two reasons. It seems 
to me that both reasons are good. The 
liberal party is one of justice and right 
and they were right in voting against 
interference with Manitoba. The fact 
is the bill was a bunkum proposition 
for the purpose of catching votes and 
the liberal leader and party were brave 
enough to vote against it. (Applause.) 
In order that there may be ne misunder- 
standing of my position I say that I 
agree with the course followed by the 
liberal party. It was not a good bill 
and it was quite right to give it the 
The sendi::g of commissioners 
to Manitoba was very different. It was 
a proposition to come to an arrange- 
mex:t. It did not purport to inter- 
fere with provincial rights, but to 
remedy certain grievances, which the 
Manitoba government were perfectly will- 
ing tc remove on withdrawal of the re- 
medial bill. So that when the yovern- 
ment:comes forward and says “we tried 
to do you justice by the remedial bill” 
the reply is that the Manitoba govern- 
ment accepted the proposition of the 
commissioners except one clause, The 
conservatives have tried to prove this 
question is difficult to settle. This is 
wrong. As soon as a reasonable pro- 
position was made to Manitoba she was 
willing to make concessions but she 
would not do away with her school 
system to benefit the power at Ottawa 
who wanted to make political capital 
out of this question. The question 
could have been settled if their leader 
had not wanted to use it in this con- 
test. The Dominion had bound their 
commissioners to certain propositions 
without any right to discussion which 
proves they did not want -it settled till 
after the election. 
ernment would have come to terms if 
the commissioners from Ottawa had 
been given discretionary powers. Hugh 
John McDonald had said that it was 
the approaching provincial elections in 
Manitoba which made the Mdhitoba 
government refuse to settle. ‘I say it 
was the approaching Dominion elections 
which caused the government of 
Ottawa to wish for no settlement. The 
liberal leader and party has had one 
and the same policy all along, and you 
should blame those at fault and give 
credit to those wko deserve it. When 
it first came up the liberal leader said 
‘it is a questicn not of law but of fact. 
I do not believe in a policy of coercion, 
I believe in a policy of conciliation.” 
It was conciliation that was adopted 
when the commissioners were sent to 
Winnipeg and was nearly successful. 
I deny emphatically that Mr. Laurier 
ever said one thing in one place and an- 
other in anether place. He said the 
same in Ontario as in Quebec. He said 
justice should be done and there is no 
need for coercion, and H. J, Macdonald 


is authority for the statement that Mr. 


Laurier’s policy of conciliation was tle 
one that will be successful, and therein 
is the inference that the remedial bill 
was an injustice. You know Sir 
Charles Tupper when he introduced the 
billinto the house said he would sup- 
port the coercion of Manitoba to the 
last extremity. He and his orators 
have declared so all long and that the 
liberal party were opposed to coercion 
and I have never heard a liberal deny 
that charge. (Applause.) H. J. Mac- 
donald wants to impose on the Mani- 
toba people that Mr. Laurier is a 
coercionist. That talk may take in 
Ontario bit never in Manitoba.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN, 


The election campaign has started in 
earnest. One of the largest meetings 
Ae in the history of the country was held 
a here on Friday, the 29th, to hear the 
liberal candidate, Mr. Frank Cliver. 
7 The opposing candidate was also in- 
"= vited, buf failed to appear, sending Mr. 
Costigan, of Calgary, as his representa’ 
tive, or proxy as his friends call him. 
The chair was taken at 8:30 p. m. by 
Dr. Ayien, president of the liberal as- 
sociation, and he at once opened the 
meeting by calling on Mr. Oliver, who 
was received by the audience in the 
most enthusiastic manner. He thank- 
ed the meeting for its reception and 
proceeded to define his position on the 
live issues of the day especially as they 
concerned the district of Alberta. Re- 
me ferring tc the tariff he showed to the 
mam, entire satisiaction of the electors present 
ampthe difference between the trade policies 
@ of the two political parties and the 
fae difference between theory and practice. 
While the conservative party raised 
the revenue by a high tariff for protec- 
tien to protect manufacturing indus- 
tries which did not increase the re- 
venues of the country one cent. The 
tariff platform of the liberal party was 
a tariff for revenue only properly ap- 
plied so as not to make the burden 
heavier on the farmers than on other 
classes of the community. Mr. Oliver 
also referred to the railway monopoly 
showing how unfairly the Territories 
were dealt with in this matter also 
illustrating the collusion existing be- 
$ tween the government and the C. P. R. 
Referring to the school question which 
he declared one of the live issues of the 
hour he defined clearly his position on 
the matter showing the double faced 
attitude of the so-called liberal-conser- 
vative party on this matter, one. policy 
for Ontario and one for Quebee pro- 
vinces. He thanked the electors for 
their demonstration in his favor and 
for their almost unanimous support and 
took his seat amid much enthusiasm. 


Mr. Costigan, who represented T. B. 
Cochrane the conservative candidate, taunt- 
ed Mr. Oliver for calling hiniself an~ inde- 
pendent candidate, claiming it was no 
stand for a candidate to take. He said Mr. 
Cochrane was a straight party candidate in 
every sense of the word being a ‘* flat foot- 
ed” conservative. This would he witty re- 
mark failed’to arouse any enthasiasm, Mr. 
Costigan realizing the mistake then said 
Mr. Cochrane was independent enough. 
After diiating on the advantages of the 
national policy which he said bud dene so 
much to develop the country. lie spoke at 
great length on the financial prosperity of 
the Dominion, stating that although farm 
lands in Ontario had decreased in value the 
buildings. and stock in the country “had in- 
creased, referring to the blue book to show 
the amount at deposit in the various banks 
of the Dominion and quoting many pages of 
statistics to try and prove his position. He 
then went on to show the alleged benefits 
of protection. His remarks on_ various 
items on the protected list such a& apples, 
prunes, sugar, machinery and other neces- 
saries of the farmer were not received with 
much favor by the audience. The question 
of apples brought a derisive cheer from the 
meeting at which Mr. Costigan corrected 
himself and said he meant Ontario. Many 
of the farmers came from Ontario and knew 
that in that province if the apple crop is 
an average one only they have to feed a 
large proportion to their hogs and therefore 
there is no need for protecting them. 
Speaking on the implement question Mr. 
Costigan blamed the farmers for the govern- 

oy ment’s bad policy and told them the reason 

machinery cost them so much was because 

it was ,allowed to lay out exposed to the 

i weather. This remark which is akin to the 

= usual advice given by government poiticians 

and lawyers to the farmer was not well 

taken. To take up the time of the meeting 

Mr. Costigan (who seems to be imbued with 

the party policy of Monopoly) lulled the 

audience to sleep by reading the scheol act 

from beginning to end, After taking the 

time of the meeting for two hours and 

tuirty minutes he resumed his seat with the 

evident feeling that he hed not only lost 

the support of the meeting but had prevent- 

ed other and abler men of his own party 

from addressing the audience which was 
anxious to hear them. 

Mr. Cliver in reply apologized to the 
meeting for Mr. Costigan’s voluminous 
speech and as it contained nothing worthy 
of reply he would not detain them long. 
He then proved from the act that there did 
exist a distinct tax on sugar, tea and coffee 
und again thanking them for their support 
the meeting closed with hearty cheers for 
Mr. Oliver and the Queen at a little after ! 
midnight.
